Claim 3 is dependent from Claim 2 which has been amended to incorporate the 
subject matter of its parent Claim 1 . 

Claims 9-12 have been cancelled. 

Claim 13 has been amended to incorporate the subject matter of Claims 12 and 

9. 

Claim 14 is dependent from Claim 13, which has been amended to incorporate 
the subject matter of its parent claims. 

Claims 15-19 have been cancelled. 

Claim 20 has been amended to incorporate the subject matter of its parent Claim 

18. 

Claims 21-24 have been cancelled. 
Claim 26 has been cancelled. 

With this amendment, the only claims remaining in the application are those 
which the Examiner has indicated to be allowable, or which the Examiner has indicated 
to contain allowable subject matter. The Applicants therefore submit that the instant 
application is now in condition for allowance. A notice to that effect is respectfully 
solicited.
